From this day henceforth, unless huge 
masses of the people swing into immediate action and set the course 
of history on its rightful path in this country, constitutional guarantees 
and civil rights are meaningless.

America is acting as the people of Germany did just before Hitler took 
power, with passivity and confusion.

ORKERS WHO HAVE had union ex- 
perience for some years are getting 


on to Walter Reuther’s Taft-Hartley-pre- 
tected scab pattern. Reuther met his most 
serious reverse since he began his raidin 
campaign against the United Electrical, Radio an 
Machine Workers when he met defeat at A. 
Schrader & Sons in Brooklyn. Faced with a 
choice between Reuther’s red-baiting, and UE 
unionism which they tried for some years, the 
workers voted "797 to 483 to keep out of the 
Reuther trap. 

The Schrader workers, as 
even the UAW vote shows, 
are not altogether immune to 
the plague of red-baiting, 
Reuther'’s chief weapon.

N THE SMILE OF THE

tries to show us the bad effects 
of conservative thinking by a story, 
of what it does to the love life of 
a 1923 Supreme Court justice and 
his wife. A “hot” liberal when she 
married him in his youth, the just- 
ice has become a conservative on 
the bench and opposes Holmes 
and Brandeis. 
He is cold and distant to his 
wife: gone is the old tenderness 
and passion. Then along comes 
the justice's new secretary. He ob- 
viously has tenderness and passion 
as he’s liberal as all get-out. The 
secretary is only 29 and already he 
believes in the right of free speech. 
His youthful ardor reminds the 
wife of the justice as a young man 
and she promptly falls in love with 
the reminder, and vice versa. They 
have what I believe is called an 
“affair.”

THE WIFE FLAUNTS her af- 
fair before the justice as she wants 
to “wake him up’—not only emo- 
tionally, of course, but juridically, 
as well.

Fay Kanin tried it with Goodbye, 
My Fancy and, although her. play 
is financially successful because of 
the superior theatrical slickness in- 
volved in the production, so in- 
genious was she at sugar-coating 
the liberalism that it all but dis- 
appeared in the process. 

Now brother Garson, who has 
had the courage, as a citizen, to 
come out against the Un-American 
Committee, and who did a neat job 
with Born Yesterday (written when 
progressive ideas were not as yet 
completely marked seditious) has 
made the attempt with The Smile 
Of The World and the attempt was, 
inevitably, in my opinion, a failure. 
I say inevitably because I believe 
the fundamental concept behind 
these “liberal” plays is—today—un- 
sound. 


UNSOUND for two reasons. 
This is a radical period in the sense 
that the entire globe is being 
shaken, on the one hand by the 


adent system and, on the other, 


by the victorious advances of the 


values are sieee cae not all there 
—the anemia shows right through. 


THE SECOND REASON is that 
even this pale liberalism must be 
handled gingerly today—or, at Jcast 
that is what is consciously, or sub- 
consciously, in the playwri-jit’s 
mind if he’s aiming for a cominer- 
cial Broadway success. Every pro- 
duction is a gamble; and tue in- 
come of a possible sale to Holly- 
wood is in every producors’ (and 
his backers’) plans. What's har3en- 
ed to liberalism in Hollywood is 
history—s;d history; so tic already- 
pale liberalism must be denatured 
to a point low enough for an 
Un-American Committee-controlled 
Hollywood to consider it. And 
that’s a pretty low point: it’s almost, 
if not quite, the vanishing point. 

That's not all the reasons by a 
long shot; but I think those men- 
tioned are enough (for this space) 
to indicate why, today, attem ts 
to write. “nice,” palatable (to tre 
powers-that-be and their stoo<.s) 
liberal plays are doomed to artistic 
—if not financial—failure. 

In this period, let's face it, a play 
has to. be radical—in the sense of 
getting near the social roots of 
today’s reality—to be eilectiv~ - 
a weapon against reaction. /— 
that’s why plays like Goodbye, } fj 
Fancy and Smile Of The Wor! 
which don’t get near the roots, fail 
—if not financially, then as trans- 
mitters of the authors progressive 


intentions. That's also why a peo- 
nle’s theatre is needed today more 


than ever before.

ALL ABOUT FOSTER? 

HE SAT THERE on his rubbing table the calm host 
amid the high hysteria. A miniature Dempsey. A new 
Graziano. A cinch to knock television dead. That was the 


talk in Vince Foster's dressing room Friday night. It was a few 


minutes after he flattened Tony Pellone and the Born who at- 
tend these regular rituals in the winners room dy had the 
kid’s future mapped out from every which angle. 

Foster just sat there and listened; unmoved, the eyes set déep 
in the flat midwesterner’s face and betraying no emotion. If you 
asked him he answered with detailed studiousness. This is what 
worked against Pellone, this is what didn't. 


“The stomach punches set him up,” Foster said as he went 
through the motions with his hands. “I hooked to the body and 
when he began concentrating against it, I shifted upstairs with 
rights.” 

Meaning no slander to Pellone, I asked Foster if he found 
Mistevich tougher. That was the. unknown clubfighter Foster 
fought in the semi last month. “Pellone is tougher,” he answered. 


How come, I asked, you hit Mistevich a million shots and 
never dropped him, but everytime you hit Pellone clean he fell 
like a blackjack had been bounced off his head? 


“I was in better shape tonight.” He paused, that flat expres- 
sion in his eyes.. In a monotone he rg explaining that the Lord 
had come into his heart and helped him get in better shape for 
Pellone, “It was the work of the Lord and Jack Hurley, my man- 


ager.” ~ 
SOMETHING IS ADDED \, 


NO MATTER WHAT the explanation, it was only the differ- 
ence in punching power that makes for any difference in estimat- 
ing the Vince Foster who decisioned a mediocre club - fighter 
named Nick Mistevich and the Vince Foster who handed tough 
Tony Pellone the first legitimate knockout of his honorable career. 

Against Mistevich, young Foster shaped up as a kid who moved 
in all the time, wasn’t too hard to hit, and owned a pair ‘of quick 
countering fists that could lash out in neat combinations but with- 
out undue potency.
